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INTRODUCTION. 


HISTORY. 

THE  first  steps  toward  the  establishment  of  this  Institution  were 
taken  in  Findlay r Ohio,  duringthe  sittings  of  the  General  Eldership 
of  the  Churches  of  God  in  May,  1 88 1 .  This  body  meets  trienni- 
ally,  and  is  composed  of  ministerial  and  lay  delegates  appointed  by  the 
various  annual  Elderships  throughout  the  United  States.  The  question 
of  founding  an  institution  of  learning  had  been  agitated  for  a  number  of 
years,  but  prior  to  this  time  nothing  definite  or  permanent  had  been 
agreed  upon.  A  special  session  was  devoted  to  the  consideration  of  this 
project;  the  discussions  were  animated,  and  unanimously  in  favor  of  a 
college,  several  thousand  dollars  being  subscribed  at  once  for  such  a  pur- 
pose. The  whole  matter  was  then  referred  to  the  Board  of  Education  of 
the  General  Eldership,  with  instructions  to  at  once  take  the  necessary 
steps  toward  locating  and  establishing  a  college  to  be  owned  and  con- 
trolled by  the  Churches  of  God  in  North  America,  unsectarian  in  its  in- 
fluences, and  to  extend  equal  privileges  to  all,  irrespective  of  sex,  race  or 
color.  From  the  begining  there  has  been  great  unanimity  of  sentiment 
in  regard  to  making  the  college,  in  every  respect,  a  first-class  institution. 
This  called  for  concentrated  effort.  To  secure  the  latter  the  location 
must  be  central.  Hence  Ohio  was  chosen  as  the  State,  and  the  activity 
and  liberality  of  the  citizens  of  Findlay  elected  their  city  as  the  site  of 
the  new  college. 

On  the  28th  of  January,  1882,  the  college  was  incorporated  under  the 
title  of  "Findlay  College."  The  following  are  the  names  of  the  original 
incorporators:  Jeremiah  M.  Carvell,  Robert  L,.  Byrnes,  of  Pennsylvania; 
Isaac  Schrader,  of  Indiana;  Tobias  Koogle,  Jacob  M.  Cassell,  Anderson 
C.  Heck,  John  C.  Strickler  and  George  F.  Pendleton,  of  Ohio.  This 
corporation  held  a  meeting  for  the  election  of  trustees  February  8,  1882, 
resulting  in  the  choice  of  David  J.  Cory,  John  Ruthrauff,  A.  C.  Heck,  Sam- 
uel Howard,  Aaron  Blackford,  Isaac  Steiner,  Thomas  Metzler,  Elijah  P. 
Jones  and  Eli  DeWolfe,  of  Ohio;  Isaac  Frazer,  J.  H.  Redsecker  and  J.  F. 
Stoner,  of  Pennsylvania;  and  R.  M.  Paige,  of  Indiana.  Isaac  Frazer  was 
elected  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees;  E.  G.  DeWolfe,  Secretary, 
and  E.  P.  Jones,  Treasurer. 

Courses. 

The  College  offers  three  regular  and  six  special  courses.  These 
courses  have  been  planned  to  meet  the   wishes   and    needs   of   different 
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students.  The  College  recognizes  the  fact  that  the  same  studies  and  the 
same  courses  are  not  suited  to  all  minds,  and  that  different  powers  are 
possessed  by  different  students,  and  that  these  call  for  a  diversity  of  in- 
struction. At  the  same  time  the  College  has  been  led  to  observe  that  the 
student  needs  guidance,  and  that  the  guidance  can  best  be  obtained  by 
pursuing  one  of  the  regular  and  symmetrical  courses.  The  student  is 
free  to  select  that  course  which  seems  best  suited  to  his  talents  and  aims 
in  life. 

Board  and  Rooming. 

The  College  does  not  furnish  board,  but  the  faculty  will  render  all 
possible  aid  to  the  students  in  securing  good  places,  and  will  expect  to 
exercise  general  supervision  over  all  non-resident  students  in  their  places 
of  rooming  and  boarding.  When  students  board  in  private  families  they 
must  procure  the  approval  of  the  Registrar,  and  will  then  be  expected  to 
conform  in  general  to  the  regulations  of  the  family  with  which  they  may 
have  their  residence.  Families  receiving  boarders,  whether  in  clubs  or 
otherwise,  will  be  expected  to  co-operate  with  the  authorities  of  the 
College  in  promoting  the  interest  and  welfare  of  students  thus  associated 
with  them. 

The  aim  will  be  to  throw  around  all  studients  such  an  influence  as 
will  make  them  feel  at  home,  and  at  the  same  time  protect  them  from  all 
temptations  to  vice  or  immoral  conduct — so  make  children  feel  at  home 
and  parents  feel  secure. 

Students  can  procure  board  in  private  families,  including  room,  light 
and  fuel,  from  $2.50  to  $3.50  per  week. 

Board  in  clubs  can  be  had  for  $1.50  to  $2.00  per  week,  room  rent  not 
included.      « 

Room  rent  will  be  as  follows:  Rooms  furnished  with  tables,  chairs, 
bedstead  and  stove,  fifty  cents  per  week;  room  furnished  throughout  and 
cared  for,  seventy-five  cents  per  week.  The  rates  here  given  are  per 
capita,  and  contemplate  two  occupants  to  each  room. 

Rooms  can  be  had  for  self-boarding,  and  students  who  desire  to  do 
so  can,  in  this  way,  room  and  board  at  rates  yet  lower  than  those  above 
mentioned. 

Government. 
The  regime  of  the  College  aims  to  secure  the  highest  good  of  all 
concerned.  With  this  end  in  view  no  student  is  denied  any  privilege 
that  can  be  consistently  granted,  and  which  is  compatible  with  his  work 
as  a  student;  he  is  allowed  every  legitimate  means  of  attaining  the  end 
contemplated  in  a  college  course.  On  the  other  hand,  the  discipline  of 
the  College  aims  at  such  regulation  of  the  habits  of  Study  and  general 
deportment  of  the  students  as  will  be  conducive  not  only  to  a  propel 
standard  of  scholarship,    but    also    to    the    highest     possible    stand. ml    of 
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moral  integrity — the  highest  type  of  pure  manhood  and  womanhood. 
Discipline  necessarily  involves  the  two  elements  of  instruction  and  regu- 
lation. All  students  connected  in  any  way  with  the  College  are  subject 
to  the  rules  and  regulations  thereof,  and  are  amenable  to  the  faculty  at 
all  times  and  places  while  retaining  their  membership  in  the  institution. 

Religious  Influence. 

Findlay  College  aims  at  the  symmetrical  development  of  the  entire 
man,  and  recognizes  the  culture  of  the  heart  as  an  essential  factor  in 
this  work.  The  faculty  is  composed  of  Christian  men  and  women,  who, 
by  precept  and  example,  endeavor  to  lead  their  students  to  a  love  of  the 
truth  and  a  desire  for  vital  piety. 

All  students  are  expected  to  attend  devotional  exercises  in  the 
College  Chapel  daily,  and  Church  and  Sabbbth-School  regularly,  either 
at  the  College,  or  at  such  other,  places  as  may  be  selected  at  the  begin- 
ning of  each  term  by  the  student  or  parent.  And  as  there  are  twenty-one 
well-sustained  Churches  and  Sabbath-Schools  in  Findlay,  ample  oppor- 
tunity will  be  afforded  for  all  regularly  to  attend  Divine  Worship. 

Students'  prayer-meetings  are  organized  at  the  beginning  of  each 
College  year,  under  the  direction  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  and  the  Y.  W.  C.  A., 
which,  during  the  year  past,  have  been  well  attended  and  have  developed 
a  good  degree  of  interest,  and  the  regular  weekly  church  prayer-meeting 
at  the  College  is  accessible  to  all  who  care  to  attend. 

Literary  Societies. 

Excellent  opportunities  for  culture  in  composition,  debate,  public 
speaking,  criticisms  and  parliamentary  usage,  are  afforded  by  the  literary 
societies. 

Two  societies  are  in  successful  operation,  conducted  by  students, 
under  the  general  regulations  of  the  College — the  Aristotelian,  and  the 
Emersonian,  both  for  ladies  and  gentlemen.  Each  of  these  societies  has 
a  large  hall  40x50  feet,  well  lighted,  heated  and  ventilated,  and  elegantly 
furnished.  Meetings  are  held  regularly  every  Friday  evening  during  the 
College  year,  to  which  visitors  of  both  sexes  are  freely  admitted. 

Star  Lecture  Course. 

With  the  belief  that  able  lectures,  entertainments  of  a  high  order, 
brought  in  connection  with  the  student  life,  are  advantageous  in  enlarg- 
ing the  scope  of  education,  in  pointing  out  in  a  vivid  manner  the  best 
fields  for  investigation,  and  in  adding  a  culture  which  comes  only  from 
minds  stirred  with  the  world's  best  thought,  Findlay  College,  during 
each  year  of  its  history,  has  furnished  its  students  with  the  best  lectures 
and  musical  talent  (at  a  remarkably  small  cost)  that  the  lecture  bureaus 
of  the  country  afford. 
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Admission, 

The  College  in  all  its  departments  is  open  to  students  of  either  sex. 

All  applicants  to  enter  an}-  department  must  present  testimonials  of 
good  moral  character. 

One  who  conies  from  another  institution  must  submit  a  certificate  of 
honorable  dismissal,  signed  by  president  or  secretary. 

Students  entering  for  advanced  standing  will  be  required  to  pass  an 
examination  in  all  studies  previously  pursued  by  the  class  which  they 
wish  to  enter. 

Grades  from  colleges  in  good  standing  will  be  accepted,  subject  to 
the  proper  adjustments  to  our  courses. 

Withdrawal. 

It  is  required,  as  a  condition  of  dismissal  in  good  and  honorable 
standing,  that  every  student  wishing  to  withdraw  shall  submit  such  re- 
quest to  the  faculty  in  writing. 

Fees. 

Tuition  is  $8.00  a  quarter.  Students  in  the  chemical  laboratory 
will  be  charged  $5.00  per  quarter  for  chemicals  and  apparatus  used. 
Students  in  biology  will  be  charged  $2.00  per  quarter  for  material  used 
and  for  the  use  of  the  microscopes. 

Special  Examinations. 
Students  not  in  regular   attendance  will  be  charged  a  fee  or  $5.00  for 
each  examination.

Post-Graduate  Study  and  Degrees. 

Post-graduate  study  is  permitted  to  graduates  of  this  College  and  of 
other  institutions  of  equal  standing,  and  degrees  will  be  recommended 
under  the  following  conditions: 

Master's  Degree. 

The  Master's  degree  will  be  conferred  on  all  those  who  have  taken 
the  Bachelor's  degree  in  this  College,  or  in  any  other  reputable  college  or 
university,  on  the  following  conditions: 

1 .  The  candidates  shall  have  spent  one  year  in  a  course  of  post-grad- 
uate stud)-  marked  out  by  the  faculty,  passed  satisfactory  examinations 
at  the  College  in  the  course  of  study  pursued,  and  presented  a  satisfactory 
thesis. 

2.  The  same  degrees  will  be  conferred  upon  those  graduates  of  three 
years'  reputable  standing  who  give  evidence  of  having  been  engaged  for 
at  least  two  years  in  study  and  reading  under  the  advice  of  the  faculty, 
and  who  have  presented  a  satisfactory  thesis  upon  some  assigned  subject. 

This  privilege  is  restricted  to  graduates  of  this  College. 

Applicants  for  post-graduate  study  will  receive  full  information  as  to 
the  courses  by  applying  to  the  President  of  the  College. 

Special  Studies. 
It  is  a  general  requirement  that  all  students  shall  pursue  one  of  the 
regular  courses  leading  to  a  degree.  But  those  who  are  prevented  by 
peculiar  circumstances  from  pursuing  all  the  studies  of  a  course  may,  by 
permission  of  the  the  faculty,  pursue  certain  studies  for  which  they  are 
especially  qualified.

Latin  Book  and  Allen  and  Greenough's  Grammer  are  used  during  the 
first  two  terms;  after  which  Allen  and  Greenough's  Latin  Grammar  will 
be  used.

For  admission  to  the  Freshman  class  in  the  Philosophical  course,  the 
requirement  will  be  the  same  as  for  the  Classical,  with  a  substitution  of 
two  years'  work  in  English  instead  of  Greek.

THE  CHANGE  IN  TERMS. 


The  school  year  has  40  weeks.  Heretofore  there  were  three  terms, 
one  of  16  weeks  and  two  of  12  weeks  each.  It  has  seemed  good  to  change 
the  courses  somewhat  and  to  divide  the  40  weeks  into  four  terms  of  ten 
weeks  each,  and  there  will  he  no  vacation  hetween  the  first  and  second 
terms  and  the  third  and  fourth.  Examinations  will  occur  at  the  end  of 
each  half  year's  study.  The  terms  will  he  called  quarters,  and  the  tuition 
per  quarter  will  he  $8,00.  The  yearly  tuition  $30.00  if  paid  in  advance. 
School  will  begin  on  the  day  named  in  the  catalogue  and  recitations  will 
begin  on  the  second  day.-  In  making  up  the  grades  at  the  end  of  the 
semisters  20  will  be  added  to  the  daily  grades  of  those  who  have  not 
missed  a  class  for  ten  weeks,  and  10,  of  those  who  have  missed  but  one 
recitation.

Piano. 

All  students  of  the  piano  are  required  to  pursue  the  most  thorough, 
modern  system  of  technical  training  practicable,  special  attention  being 
given  to  hand  formation,  the  cultivation  of  touch,  interpretation  and 
correct  musical  taste.  Beginners  and  those  not  far  advanced  are  espec- 
ially welcome,  as  they  possess  few  or  none  of  the  erroneous  ideas  and 
bad  habits  which  are  so  easily  formed  by  incorrect  teaching  or  by  care- 
less practice,  and  which  prove,  in  many  cases,  almost  insurmountable 
obstacles  to  high  cultivation.  They,  therefore,  receive  more  readily  the 
correct  fundamental  principles,  and  can,  as  a  rule,  make  steady  and 
rapid  progress,  uninterrupted  by  the  tedious  process  of  unlearning  bad 
habits  which  retards  the  advancement  of  those  less  fortunate.

Voice  Culture. 
Cultivation  of  the  voice  in  singing  is  now  regarded  as  an  important 
branch  of  education.  Kike  many  other  natural  powers,  it  is  given  to  US 
in  a  rude  state,  and  we  have  to  develop  it  through  the  means  which  art 
has  revealed  to  us;  hut  we  must  expect  the  development  to  he  slow,  and 
it  should  he  managed  by  a  faithful  instructor  Probably  no  branch  in 
musical  culture  has  been  so  much  neglected  as  that    which  relates  to  the 
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development  of  the  voice;  it  teaches  the  use  of  the-   respiratory   organs  in 
a  correct  manner. 

Instruction  in  this  department  includes  the  study  of  the  union  of  the 
registers,  study  of  the  correct  formation  of  the  vowels,  and  the  proper  use 
of  the-  consonants;  study  of  the  solfeggi  and  the  application  of  words;  ex- 
ercise for  obtaining  flexibility  of  the  voice  through  proper  exercises  in 
scales — major,  minor  and  chromatic;  study  of  embelishments  suitable  to 
the  different  kinds  of  songs;  study  of  English,  Italian  and  German  songs; 
the  development  of  the  voice  to   suit  the  parlor,  church  and    public  hall. 

Harmony. 

Harmony  is  as  necessary  to  a  musical  student  as  grammar  and 
rhetoric  are  to  a  literary  student.  It  not  only  gives  a  student  an  insight 
into  the  structure  of  compositions,  but  also  helps  him  to  read  music  with 
greater  facility.  There  will  be  two  classes:  one  devoted  to  Harmony 
proper,  and  the  other  to  advanced  Theory,  including  Imitation,  Counter- 
point, Canon,  Fugue  and  Form. 

History  of  Music. 

All  students  are  required  to  take  at  least  one  year  of  Musical  History. 
No  student  can  inteligently  render  any  composition  unless  he  is  familiar 
with  the  life  and  characteristics  of  the  composer,  and  knows  something  of 
the  period  in  which  he  lived. 

Violin. 

As  no  instrument  is  so  capacious  or  diversified  in  its  character,  and 
no  one  so  entirely  dependent  in  every  particular  on  the  conception  of  its 
manipulation  as  the  violin,  it  will  be  at  once  seen  that  thorough  and  careful 
training  is  necessary  to  become  a  good  violinist.  The  fact  that  correct 
teaching  is  indispensable,  for  there  was  never  a  self -ta ugh  violinist.  Many 
imagine  that  they  can  glean  from  so-called  self-instructors  all  that  is  ne- 
cessary to  become  a  passable  player,  but  find,  when  it  is  often  too  late, 
that  they  have  only  made  themselves  a  source  of  annoyance  to  their 
friends,  besides  being  constantly  harassed  by  a  feeling  of  inferiority  when 
in  the  presence  of  musicians*  and  what  is  still  worse,  they  find  that  they 
have  aquired  bad  habits,  which,  if  they  did  wish  to  reform,  could  never 
(if  of  long  standing  |  be  entirely  overcome.  This  Department  of  Music 
offers  good  advantages  and  an  experienced  teacher  for  this  kind  of  in- 
strument. A  prescribed  course  will  be  followed,  consisting  of  Henning's 
first  and  second  books,  in  which  the  aim  will  be  to  give  the  pupil  a 
thorough  general  and  practical  aquaintance  of  the  finger  board  and  bow- 
ing. After  having  acquired  the  necessary  technical  ability  the  pupil  will 
be  advanced  to  the  higher  studies  of  style  and  execution  of  Kreutzer. 
Rode,  Kiorilla.  etc. 
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Cabinet  Organ. 

In  this  department  a  systematic  course  of  instruction  is  given  in 
technical  execution,  in  playing  church  music,  short  voluntaries  and  inter- 
ludes; all  of  which  exercises  are  intended  to  fit  persons  fully  for  the  var- 
ious uses  of  the  instrument,  and  at  the  same  time  to  serve  as  preparatory 
training  for  the  more  advanced  study  of  the  pipe  organ. 

Recitals. 

Private  recitals  will  be  given  every  two  weeks,  at  which  the  different 
pupils  appear.  One  public  recital  will  be  given  every  month.  These 
performances  give  pupils  great  freedom  before  the  public,  and  also  give 
them  confidence  in  themselves. 

Lessons  Missed. 
Only  in  case  of  sickness  will  lessons  be  made  up. 
Lessons  occuring  on  National  Holidays  are  not  counted  out.

Book-Keeping 

In  its  most  practical  and  comprehensive  form  constitutes  the  frame-work 
of  our  Business  Course.  The  principles  and  theory  of  debit  anb  credit^ 
together  with  all  the  varied  forms  of  account-keeping  and  journal  entry, 
are  most  thoroughly  taught  and  elucidated. 

By  means  of  special  lectures  and  blackboard  drills,  together  with 
examinations  bearing  upon  various  stages  of  the  work  in  the  theory  of 
accounting,  we  are  able  most  thoroughly  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the 
principles  of  double  and  singls  entry  book-keeping. 

Shorthand. 

The  course  instruction  embraces  everything  pertaining  to  reportorial 
work,  and  usually  requires  from  six  to  ten  months  to  complete  it.  The 
student  not  only  learns  to  write  shorthand,  but  he  is  made  familiar  with 
all  kinds  of  legal  and  commercial  forms,  legal  and  scientific  terms;  etc. 

The  person  who  aspires  to  the  profession  of  Stenographer  must  have 
a  good  English  education,  and  those  who  are  deficient  in  this  respect  will 
be  instructed  in  the  English  branches  without  extra  charge.

The  art  studio  is  furnished  with  a  collection  of  paintings,  drawings, 
etc.,  used  in  studios  for  pupils. 

Students  are  encouraged  to  work  directly  from  nature  as  soon  as 
advisable.  A  class  in  drawing  is  organized  each  quarter,  which  all  the 
students  are  at  liberty  to  join  without  extra  expense.

Drawing  and  pencil,  $5.00  per  term  of  twenty  lessons  ( 1  hour  each.  ) 

The  course  of  instruction  in  art  can  be  completed  in  four  years. 
Those  wishing  to  devote  their  entire  time  to  the  study  can  complete  it  in 
much  less  time.  Those  students  pursuing  a  course  in  art  will  receive 
instruction  in  the  following  branches  without  extra  charge:  Elementary 
Principles  of  Drawing  and  Perspective,  Principles  of  Perspective,  Drawing 
from  Objects,  Casts,  Nature  and  Prespective,  Sketching  and  Drawing 
from  Nature  and  Life,  Sketching  in  Pencil  and  Charcoal,  Charcoal  and 
Pencil  Drawing.  Painting  in  Oil  from  original  works  and  studies  from 
Nature.     Sketching  from  Life  and  Nature.     Artistic  Anatomy. 

The  following  branches  will  be  pursued  in  the  regular  College  De- 
partment at  a  cost  of  $3.00  for  each  study,  or  $8.00  for  three  branches  per 
quarter:  Ray's  Arithmetic,  Plane  Geometry,  English  Grammar,  Botany, 
Ancient,  Medearval  and  Modern  History,  English  Literature.

All  students  entering  the  course  must  satisfy  the  Faculty  as  to  their 
practical  aquaintance  with  the  common  English  branches. 

Value  of  the  Work. 

If  education  means  development,  elecution  is  a  most  valuable  adjunct 
to  any  course  of  instruction.  Since  it  is  intended  to  bring  out  and  develop 
latent  powers,  to  free  the  agents  of  expression,  to  arouse  and  make  active 
the  thoughts,  feelings  and  imagination  and  give  the  power  of  effective 
expression. 

The  trained  speaker  has  a  wonderful  advantage  over  the  untrained 
even  if  both  have  natural  gifts,  for  the  best  have  some  defects. 

The  following  studies  are  taught  without  extra  charge  by  the  instruct- 
or in  Oratory:  Sight  Reading,  Voice  Culture, — Placing  the  Voice,  Reson- 
ance, Distancing — Breathing  Gymnastics,  Physisal  Culture, — Delsarte  and 
Eclectic  Systems.  Voice  Development,  Plastic — Training  of  the  body 
for  expression.  Vocal  Gymnastics,  Laws  of  Expression,  Public  Reading 
and  Speaking,  Vocal  Elements:  Form,  Quality,  Force,  Stress,  Pitch, 
Movement,  Modulation,  Inflection,  Grouping,  Gesture.  Dramatic  Reci- 
tations, Pantomine,  Study  of  Shakespeare,  Bible  Reading,  Advanced  Vocal 
Expressions,  Interpretation,  Development  of  the  Dramatic  Element, 
Criticism,  Philosophy  of  Expression,  Dialects,  Recitative  Public  Recitals. 
Other  studies  in  the  course  may  be  had  in  the  regular  college  departments 
at  $3  per  term  for  each  branch  or  $8  per  term  for  three  branches.

FINDLAY    COLLEGE. 


INTRODUCTION. 


HISTORY. 

THE  first  steps  toward  the  establishment  of  this  Institution  were 
taken  in  Findlay,  Ohio,  during  the  sittings  of  the  General  Eldership 
of  the  Churches  of  God  in  May,  1881.  This  body  meets  trienni- 
ally,  and  is  composed  of  ministerial  and  lay  delegates  appointed  by  the 
various  annual  Elderships  throughout  the  United  States.  The  question 
of  founding  an  institution  of  learning  had  been  agitated  for  a  number  of 
years,  but  prior  to  this  time  nothing  definite  or  permanent  had  been 
agreed  upon.  A  special  session  was  devoted  to  the  consideration  of  this 
project;  the  discussions  were  animated,  and  unanimously  in  favor  of  a 
college,  several  thousand  dollars  being  subscribed  at  once  for  such  a  pur- 
pose. The  whole  matter  was  then  referred  to  the  Board  of  Education  of 
the  General  Eldership,  with  instructions  to  at  once  take  the  necessary 
steps  toward  locating  and  establishing  a  college  to  be  owned  and  con- 
trolled by  the  Churches  of  God  in  North  America,  unsectarian  in  its  in- 
fluences, and  to  extend  equal  privileges  to  all,  irrespective  of  sex,  race  or 
color.  From  the  begining  there  has  been  great  unanimity  of  sentiment 
in  regard  to  making  the  college,  in  every  respect,  a  first-class  institution. 
This  called  for  concentrated  effort.  To  secure  the  latter  the  location 
must  be  central.  Hence  Ohio  was  chosen  as  the  State,  and  the  activity 
and  liberality  of  the  citizens  of  Findlay  elected  their  city  as  the  site  of 
the  new  college. 

On  the  28th  of  January,  1882,  the  college  was  incorporated  under  the 
title  of  "Findlay  College."  The  following  are  the  names  of  the  original 
incorporators:  Jeremiah  M.  Carvell,  Robert  L/.  Byrnes,  of  Pennsylvania; 
Isaac  Schrader,  of  Indiana;  Tobias  Koogle,  Jacob  M.  Cassell,  Anderson 
C.  Heck,  John  C.  Strickler  and  George  F.  Pendleton,  of  Ohio.  This 
corporation  held  a  meeting  for  the  election  of  trustees  February  8,  1882, 
resulting  in  the  choice  of  David  J.  Cory,  John  Ruthrauff,  A.  C.  Heck,  Sam- 
uel Howard,  Aaron  Blackford,  Isaac  Steiner,  Thomas  Metzler,  Elijah  P. 
Jones  and  Eli  DeWolfe,  of  Ohio;  Isaac  Frazer,  J.  H.  Redsecker  and  J.  F. 
Stoner,  of  Pennsylvania;  and  R.  M.  Paige,  of  Indiana.  Isaac  Frazer  was 
elected  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees;  E.  G.  DeWolfe,  Secretary, 
and  E.  P.  Jones,  Treasurer. 

Courses. 

The  College  offers  three  regular  and  six  special  courses.  These 
courses  have  been  planned  to  meet  the   wishes   and   needs   of   different 
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students.  The  College  recognizes  the  fact  that  the  same  studies  and  the 
same  coiirses  are  not  suited  to  all  minds,  and  that  different  powers  are 
possessed  by  different  students,  and  that  these  call  for  a  diversity  of  in- 
struction. At  the  same  time  the  College  has  been  led  to  observe  that  the 
student  needs  guidance,  and  that  the  guidance  can  best  be  obtained  by 
pursuing  one  of  the  regular  and  symmetrical  courses.  The  student  is 
free  to  select  that  course  which  seems  best  suited  to  his  talents  and  aims 
in  life. 

Board  and  Rooming. 

The  College  does  not  furnish  board,  but  the  faculty  will  render  all 
possible  aid  to  the  students  in  securing  good  places,  and  will  expect  to 
exercise  general  supervision  over  all  non-resident  students  in  their  places 
of  rooming  and  boarding.  When  students  board  in  private  families  they 
must  procure  the  approval  of  the  Registrar,  and  will  then  be  expected  to 
conform  in  general  to  the  regulations  of  the  family  with  which  they  may 
have  their  residence.  Families  receiving  boarders,  whether  in  clubs  or 
otherwise,  will  be  expected  to  co-operate  with  the  authorities  of  the 
College  in  promoting  the  interest  and  welfare  of  students  thus  associated 
with  them. 

The  aim  will  be  to  throw  around  all  studients  such  an  influence  as 
will  make  them  feel  at  home,  and  at  the  same  time  protect  them  from  all 
temptations  to  vice  or  immoral  conduct — so  make  children  feel  at  home 
and  parents  feel  secure. 

Students  can  procure  board  in  private  families,  including  room,  light 
and  fuel,  from  $2.50  to  $3.50  per  week. 

Board  in  clubs  can  be  had  for  #1.50  to  $2.00  per  week,  room  rent  not 
included. 

Room  rent  will  be  as  follows:  Rooms  furnished  with  tables,  chairs, 
bedstead  and  stove,  fifty  cents  per  week;  room  furnished  throughout  and 
cared  for,  seventy-five  cents  per  week.  The  rates  here  given  are  per 
capita,  and  contemplate  two  occupants  to  each  room. 

Rooms  can  be  had  for  self-boarding,  and  students  who  desire  to  do 
so  can,  in  this  way,  room  and  board  at  rates  yet  lower  than  those  above 
mentioned. 

Government. 
The  regime  of  the  College  aims  to  secure  the- highest  good  kA  all 
concerned.  With  this  end  in  view  no  student  is  denied  any  privilege 
that  can  be  consistently  granted,  and  which  is  compatible  with  his  work 
as  a  student;  he  is  allowed  every  legitimate  means  of  attaining  the  end 
Contemplated  in  a  college  course.  On  the  othei  hand,  the  discipline  of 
the  College  aims  at  such  regulation  of  the  habits  of  study  and  general 
deportment  of  the  students  as  will  be  conducive  not  only  to  a  propei

moral  integrity— the  highest  type  of  pure  manhood  and  womanhood. 
Discipline  necessarily  involves  the  two  elements  of  instruction  and  regu- 
lation. All  students  connected  in  any  way  with  the  College  are  subject 
to  the  rules  and  regulations  thereof,  and  are  amenable  to  the  faculty  at 
all  times  and  places  while  retaining  their  membership  in  the  institution. 

Religious  Influence. 

Findlay  College  aims  at  the  symmetrical  development  of  the  entire 
man,  and  recognizes  the  culture  of  the  heart  as  an  essential  factor  in 
this  work.  The  faculty  is  composed  of  Christian  men  and  women,  who, 
by  precept  and  example,  endeavor  to  lead  their  students  to  a  love  of  the 
truth  and  a  desire  for  vital  piety. 

All  students  are  expected  to  attend  devotional  exercises  in  the 
College  Chapel  daily,  and  Church  and  Sabbbth-School  regularly,  either 
at  the  College,  or  at  such  other  places  as  may  be  selected  at  the  begin- 
ning of  each  term  by  the  student  or  parent.  And  as  there  are  tw7enty-one 
well-sustained  Churches  and  Sabbath-Schools  in  Findlay,  ample  oppor- 
tunity will  be  afforded  for  all  regularly  to  attend  Divine  Worship. 

Students'  prayer-meetings  are  organized  at  the  beginning  of  each 
College  year,  under  the  direction  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  and  the  Y.  W.  C.  A., 
which,  during  the  year  past,  have  been  wrell  attended  and  have  developed 
a  good  degree  of  interest,  and  the  regular  weekly  church  prayer-meeting 
at  the  College  is  accessible  to  all  w7ho  care  to  attend. 

Literary  Societies. 

Excellent  opportunities  for  culture  in  composition,  debate,  public 
speaking,  criticisms  and  parliamentary  usage,  are  afforded  by  the  literary 
societies. 

Two  societies  are  in  successful  operation,  conducted  by  students, 
under  the  general  regulations  of  the  College — the  Aristotelian,  and  the 
Emersonian ,  both  for  ladies  and  gentlemen.  Each  of  these  societies  has 
a  large  hall  40x50  feet,  well  lighted,  heated  and  ventilated,  and  elegantly 
furnished.  Meetings  are  held  regularly  every  Friday  evening  during  the 
College  year,  to  which  visitors  of  both  sexes  are  freely  admitted. 

Star  Lecture  Course. 

With  the  belief  that  able  lectures,  entertainments  of  a  high  order, 
brought  in  connection  with  the  student  life,  are  advantageous  in  enlarg- 
ing the  scope  of  education,  in  pointing  out  in  a  vivid  manner  the  best 
fields  for  investigation,  and  in  adding  a  culture  which  comes  only  from 
minds  stirred  with  the  world's  best  thought,  Findlay  College,  during 
each  year  of  its  history,  has  furnished  its  students  with  the  best  lectures 
and  musical  talent  (at  a  remarkably  small  cost)  that  the  lecture  bureaus 
of  the  country  afford. 
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Admission. 

The  College  in  all  its  departments  is  open  to  students  of  either  sex. 

All  applicants  to  enter  any  department  must  present  testimonials  of 
good  moral  character. 

One  who  comes  from  another  institution  must  submit  a  certificate  of 
honorable  dismissal,  signed  by  president  or  secretary. 

Students  entering  for  advanced  standing  will  be  required  to  pass  an 
examination  in  all  studies  previously  pursued  by  the  class  which  they 
wish  to  enter. 

Grades  from  colleges  in  good  standing  will  be  accepted,  subject  to 
the  proper  adjustments  to  our  courses. 

Withdrawal. 

It  is  required,  ?sa  condition  of  dismissal  in  good  and  honorable 
standing,  that  every  student  wishing  to  withdraw  shall  submit  such  re- 
quest to  the  faculty  in  writing. 

Fees. 

Tuition  is  $8.00  a  quarter.  Students  in  the  chemical  laboratory 
will  be  charged  $5.00  per  quarter  for  chemicals  and  apparatus  used. 
Students  in  biology  will  be  charged  $2.00  per  quarter  for  material  used 
and  for  the  use  of  the  microscopes.

Post-Graduate  Study  and  Degrees. 

Post-graduate  study  is  permitted  to  graduates  of  this  College  and  of 
other  institutions  of  equal  standing,  and  degrees  will  be  recommended 
under  the  following  conditions: 

Master's  Degree. 
The  Master's  degree  will  be  conferred  on  all  those  who    have  taken 
the  Bachelor's  degree  in  this  College,  or  in  any  other  reputable  college  or 
imiversity,  on  the  following  conditions: 

1.  The  candidates  shall  have  spent  one  year  in  a  course  of  post-grad- 
uate study  marked  out  by  the  faculty,  passed  satisfactory  examinations 
at  the  College  in  the  course  of  study  pursued,  and  presented  a  satisfactory 
thesis. 

2.  The  same  degrees  will  be  conferred  upon  those  graduates  of  three 
years'  reputable  standing  who  give  evidence  of  having  been  engaged  for 
at  least  two  years  in  study  and  reading  under  the  advice  of  the  faculty, 
and  who  have  presented  a  satisfactory  thesis  upon  some  assigned  subject. 

This  privilege  is  restricted  to  graduates  of  this  College. 

Applicants  for  post-graduate  study  will  receive  full  information  as  to 
tfa.2  courses  by  applying  to  the  President  of  the  College. 

Special  Studies. 

It  is  a  general  requirement  that  all  students  shall  pursue  one  of  the 
regular  courses  leading  to  a  degree.  But  those  who  are  prevented  by 
peculiar  circumstances  from  pursuing  all  the  studies  of  a  course  may,  by 
permission  of  the  the  faculty,  pursue  certain  studies  for  which  they  are 
especially  qualified.

Aims. 


1.  To  afford  special  accommodations  for  teachers  who  desire  to 
review  their  studies  preparatory  to  beginning  their  work  in  the  Fall  with 
Special  reference  to  methods  of  teaching  them. 

2.  To  prepare  teachers  for  higher  positions  by  affording  them  the 
Opportunity  to  pursue  a  more  advanced  course  of  study. 

3.  To  give  those  who  desire  it  the  opportunity  to  make  up  deficien- 
cies in  their  regular  college  work.  Those  who  desire  to  do  so  can,  in  this 
way j  complete  one  or  two  full  term  studies,  and  full  credit  will  be  given. 

Classes. 

Classes  will  be  organized  in  the  common  branches:  Higher  Arithmetic, 
Higher  English,  Physiology,  Physical  Geography,  Pedagogy,  Algebra,  &c. 

Classes  will  be  organized,  if  there  is  a  demand  for  them,  in  Geometry, 
Zoology,  Chemistry  (advanced),  Physics,  Botany,  English  Literature  and 
General  History. 

Special  attention  will  be  paid  to  the  preparation  of  students  who 
desire  to  enter  the  Freshman  or  Senior  Preparatory  classes;  and  those 
completing  their  preparation  will  be  admitted  without  further  examination. 

Expenses. 

Tuition  for  the  full  term  is  only  $5.00. 

Rooms  can  be  secured  at  from  50c.  to  75c.  per  week;  boarding  at 
from  $1.50  to  $2.50  per  week.

THE  CHANGE  IN  TERMS. 


The  school  year  has  40  weeks.  Heretofore  there  were  three  terms, 
one  of  16  weeks  and  two  of  12  weeks  each.  It  has  seemed  good  to  change 
the  courses  somewhat  and  to  divide  the  40  weeks  into  four  terms  of  ten 
weeks  each,  and  there  will  he  no  vacation  between  the  first  and  second 
terms  and  the  third  and  fourth.  Examinations  will  occur  at  the  end  of 
each  half  year's  study.  The  terms  will  be  called  quarters,  and  the  tuition 
per  quarter  will  be  $8.00.  The  yearly  tuition  $30.00  if  paid  in  advance. 
School  will  begin  on  the  day  named  in  the  catalogue  and  recitations  will 
begin  on  the  second  day.  In  making  up  the  grades  at  the  end  of  the 
semisters  20  will  be  added  to  the  daily  grades  of  those  who  have  not 
missed  a  class  for  ten  weeks,  and  10,  of  those  who  have  missed  but  one 
recitation. 
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CONSERVATORY  OF  MUSIC. 


Branches  Taught.

Piano. 

All  students  of  the  piano  are  required  to  pursue  the  most  thorough, 
modern  system  of  technical  training  practicable,  special  attention  being 
given  to  hand  formation,  the  cultivation  of  touch,  interpretation  and 
correct  musical  taste.  Beginners  and  those  not  far  advanced  are  espec- 
ially welcome,  as  they  possess  few  or  none  of  the  erroneous  ideas  and 
bad  habits  which  are  so  easily  formed  by  incorrect  teaching  or  by  care- 
less practice,  and  which  prove,  in  many  cases,  almost  insurmountable 
obstacles  to  high  cultivation.  They,  therefore,  receive  more  readily  the 
correct  fundamental  principles,  and  can,  as  a  rule,  make  steady  and 
rapid  progress,  uninterrupted  by  the  tedious  process  of  unlearning  bad 
habits  which  retards  the  advancement  of  those  less  fortunate.

Voice  Culture. 

Cultivation  of  the  voice  in  singing  is  now  regarded  as  ;in  important 
branch  of  education.  Like  many  other  natural  powers,  it  is  given  to  us 
in  a  rude  state,  and  we  have  t<>  develop  it  through  the  means  which  art 
lias  revealed  to  us;  but  we  must  expect  the  development  to  be  slow,  and 
it  should  be-  managed  by  a  faithful  instructor  Probably  no  branch  in 
musical  culture  has  been  so  much  neglected  as  that   which  relates  to  the 
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development  of  the  voice;  it  teaches  the  use  of  the   respiratory   organs  in 
a  correct  manner. 

Instruction  in  this  department  includes  the  study  of  the  union  of  the 
registers,  study  of  the  correct  formation  of  the  vowels,  and  the  proper  use 
of  the  consonants;  study  of  the  solfeggi  and  the  application  of  words;  ex 
erdse  for  obtaining  flexibility  of  the  voice  through  proper  exercises  in 
scales  major,  minor  and  chromatic;  study  of  embelishments  suitable  to 
the  different  kinds  of  songs;  study  of  English,  Italian  and  German  songs; 
the  development  of  the  voice  to    suit  the  parlor,  church  and    public  hall. 

Harmony. 

Harmony  is  as  necessary  to  a  musical  student  as  grammar  and 
rhetoric  are  to  a  literary  student.  It  not  only  gives  a  student  an  insight 
into  the  structure  of  compositions,  but  also  helps  him  to  read  music  with 
greater  facility.  There  will  be  two  classes:  one  devoted  to  Harmony 
proper,  and  the  other  to  advanced  Theory,  including  Imitation,  Counter- 
point, Canon.  Fugue  and  Form. 

History  of  Music. 

All  students  are  required  to  take  at  least  one  year  of  Musical  History. 
No  student  can  intelligently  render  anj'  composition  unless  he  is  familiar 
with  the  life  and  characteristics  of  the  composer,  and  knows  something  of 
the  period  in  which  he  lived. 

Violin. 

As  no  instrument  is  so  capacious  or  diversified  in  its  character,  and 
no  one  so  entirely  dependent  in  every  particular  on  the  conception  of  its 
manipulation  as  the  violin,  it  will  be  at  once  seen  that  thorough  and  careful 
training  is  necessary  to  become  a  good  violinist.  The  fact  that  correct 
teaching  is  indispensable,  for  there  was  never  a  self-taugh  violinist.  Many 
imagine  that  they  can  glean  from  so-called  self-instructors  all  that  is  ne- 
cessary to  become  a  passable  player,  but  find,  when  it  is  often  too  late, 
that  the}-  have  only  made  themselves  a  source  of  annoyance  to  their 
friends,  besides  being  constantly  harassed  by  a  feeling  of  inferiority  when 
in  the  presence  of  musicians;  and  what  is  still  worse,  they  find  that  they 
have  aquired  bad  habits,  which,  if  they  did  wish  to  reform,  could  never 
(if  of  long  standing)  be  entirely  overcome.  This  Department  of  Music 
offers  good  advantages  and  an  experienced  teacher  for  this  kind  of  in- 
strument. A  prescribed  course  will  be  followed,  consisting  of  Helming' s 
first  and  second  books,  in  which  the  aim  will  be  to  give  the  pupil  a 
thorough  general  and  practical  aquaintance  of  the  finger  board  and  bow- 
ing. After  having  acquired  the  necessary  technical  ability  the  pupil  will 
be  advanced  to  the  higher  studies  of  style  and  execution  of  Kreutzer. 
Rode,  l'iorilla.  etc. 
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Cabinet  Organ. 

In  this  department  a  systematic  course  of  instruction  is  given  in 
technical  execution,  in  playing  church  music,  short  voluntaries  and  inter- 
ludes; all  of  which  exercises  are  intended  to  fit  persons  fully  for  the  var- 
ious uses  of  the  instrument,  and  at  the  same  time  to  serve  as  preparatory 
training  for  the  more  advanced  study  of  the  pipe  organ. 

Recitals. 

Private  recitals  will  be  given  every  two  weeks,  at  which  the  different 
pupils  appear.  One  public  recital  will  be  given  every  month.  These 
performances  give  pupils  great  freedom  before  the  public,  and  also  give 
them  confidence  in  themselves. 

Lessons  Missed. 

Only  in  case  of  sickness  will  lessons  be  made  up. 

Lessons  occuring  on  National  Holidays  are  not  counted  out.

Book-Keeping

together  with  all  the  varied  forms  of  account-keeping  and  journal  entry, 
are  most  thoroughly  taught  and  elucidated. 

By  means  of  special  lectures  and  blackboard  drills,  together  with 
examinations  bearing  upon  various  stages  of  the  work  in  the  theory  of 
accounting,  we  are  able  most  thoroughly  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the 
principles  of  double  and  singls  entry  book-keeping. 

Shorthand. 

The  course  instruction  embraces  everything  pertaining  to  reportorial 
work,  and  usually  requires  from  six  to  ten  months  to  complete  it.  The 
student  not  only  learns  to  write  shorthand,  but  he  is  made  familiar  with 
all  kinds  of  legal  and  commercial  forms,  legal  and  scientific  terms;  etc. 

The  person  who  aspires  to  the  profession  of  Stenographer  must  have 
a  good  English  education,  and  those  who  are  deficient  in  this  respect  will 
be  instructed  in  the  English  branches  without  extra  charge. 

Typewriting. 

Our  Typewriting  Department  has  been  recently  supplied  with  new 
machines  of  the  highest  and  best  grade  obtainable.  This  work  is  an  ini 
portant  part  of  the  Shorthand  Course  and  is  supplied  without  extra 
charge. 

Penmanship. 

\  pectal  attention  is  given  to  the  handwriting  of  our  students.     The 
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complete  course  embraces  everything  from  a  plain  business  hand  to  the 
most  elaborate  portrait.  Students  who  desire  it  are  given  special  instruc- 
tion in  teaching  the  art,  organizing  classes,  etc.

The  art  studio  is  furnished  with  a  collection  of  paintings,  drawings, 
etc.,  used  in  studios  for  pupils. 

Students  are  encouraged  to  work  directly  from  nature  as  soon  as 
advisable.  A  class  in  drawing  is  organized  each  quarter,  which  all  the 
students  are  at  liberty  to  join  without  extra  expense.

INTRODUCTION. 


HISTORY 

*PHE  first  steps  toward  the  establishment  of  this  Institution  were 
taken  in  Findlay,  Ohio,  during  the  sittings  of  the  General 
Eldership  of  the  Churches  of  God  in  May,  1881.  This  body  meets 
triennially,  and  is  composed  of  ministerial  and  lay  delegate^  ap- 
pointed by  the  various  annual  Elderships  throughout  the  United 
States  The  question  of  founding  an  institution  of  learning  had 
been  agitated  for  a  number  of  years,  but  prior  to  this  time  noth- 
ing definite  or  permanent  had  been  agreed  upon.  A  special  ses- 
sion was  devoted  to  the  consideration  of  this  project;  the  discus- 
sions were  animated,  and  unanimously  in  favor  of  a  college,  sev 
eral  thousand  dollars  being  subscribed  at  once  for  such  a  purpose 
The  whole  matter  was  then  referred  lo  the  Board  of  Education 
of  tne  General  Eldership  with  instructions  to  at  once 
take  the  necessary  steps  toward  locating  and  establishing  a  col- 
lege to  be  owned  and  controlled  by  the  Churches  of  God  in 
N01U1  America,  unsectari?n  111  its  influences,  and  to  extend  equal 
privileges  to  all  irrespective  of  sex,  race  or  color.  From  the  be- 
ginning there  has  been  great  unanimity  of  sentiment  in  regard  to 
making  the  college,  in  every  respect  a  first-class  institution 
This  called  for  concentrated  effort.  Ohio  was  chosen  because  it 
was  central  and  the  activity  and  liberality  of  the  citizens  of  Find- 
lay  elected  their  city  as  the  site  of  the  new  college 

On  the  28th  of  January,  1882,  the  college  was  incorporated 
under  the  title  of  "Findlay  Coliege  "  The  following  are  the 
nanus  of  the  original  incorporators:  Jeremiah  MT.  Carvell,  Robert 
L  Byrnes,  of  Pennsylvania;  Isaac  Schrader,  of  Indiana;  Tobias 
Koogle,  Jacob  M.  Cassell,  Anderson  C  Heck,  John  C.  Strickle, 
and  George  F  Pendleton,  of  Ohio.  This  corporation  held  a 
meeting  for  the  election  of  trustees  Februory  8,  1882,  resulting 
in  the  choice  of  David  J.  Cory,  John  Ruthrauff,  A,  C.  Heck, 
Samuel  Howard,  Aaron  Blackford,  Isaac  Steiner,  Thomas  Metz 
ler,  Elijah  P  Jones  and  Eli  DeWolf,  of  Ohio;  Isaac  Frazer,  J. 
H  Redsecker  and  J.  F.  Stoner,  of  Pennsylvania;  and  R.  M  Paige, 
of  Indiana.  Isaac  Frazer  was  elected  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees;   E.  G.  DeWolf,  Secretary,  and  E.  P   Jones,  Treasurer. 

Courses    The  College  offers  three  regular   and  six  special  courses. 
These  courses  have  been  planned  to  meet    the  wishes    and    needs 
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of  different  students.  The  Col'ege  recognizes  the  fact  that  the 
same  studies  and  the  same  courses  are  not  suited  to  all  minds,  and 
that  different  powers  are  possessed  by  different  students,  and 
that  these  call  for  a  diversity  of  instruction  At  the  same  time 
the  College  has  been  led  to  observe  that  the  student  needs  guid- 
ance, and  that  the  guidance  can  best  be  obtained  by  pursuing  one 
of  the  regular  and  systematic  courses.  The  student  is  free  to 
select  that  course  which  seems  best  suited  to  his  talents  and  aim 
in  life. 

Board  and  Rooming.  The  College  does  not  furnish  board,  but 
the  faculty  will  render  all  possible  aid  to  the  students  in  securing 
all  non-resident  students  in  their  places  of  rooming  and  boarding. 
When  students  board  in  private  families  they  must  procure  the 
approval  of  the  Registrar,  and  will  then  be  expected  to  conform  in 
general  to  the  regulations  of  the  family  with  which  they  may- 
have  their  residence.  Families  receiving  boarders,  whether  in 
clubs  or  otherwise,  will  be  expected  to  co-operate  with  the  au- 
thorities of  the  College  in  promoting  the  interest  and  welfare  of 
students  thus  associated  with  them. 

The  aim  will  be  throw  around  all  students  such  an  influence 
as  will  make  them  teel  at  home,  at  the  same  time  protect  them 
from  all  temptation  to  vice  or  immoral  conduct — so  makechildien 
feel  at  home  and  parents  feel  secure 

Students  can  procure  board  in  private  families,  including 
room,  light  and  fuel,  from  $2.50  to  $3.00  per  week. 

Board  in  clubs  can  be  had  for  $1.50  to  $2.50  per  week,  room 
rent  not  included. 

Room  rent  will  be  as  follows:  Unfurnished  rooms  per  month 
#1  to  $1.50;  rooms  furnished  with  tables,  chairs,  bedstead  and 
stove,  50c  per  week;  room  furnished  throughout  and  cared  for, 
75c  per  week.  The  weekly  rates  are  per  captia  and  contemplate 
two  occupants  to  each  room. 

Rooms  can  be  had  for  self  boarding,  and  students  who  desire 
to  do  so  can.  in  this  way,  room  and  board  at  rates  yet  lower  than 
those  above  mentioned 

Government.  The  regime  of  the  College  aims  to  secure  the 
highest  good  of  all  concerned.  With  this  end  in  view  no  student 
is  denied  any  privilege  that  can  be  consistently  granted,  and 
which  is  compatible  with  his  work  as  a  student;  he  is  allowed 
every  legitimate  means  of  attaining  the  end  contemplated  in  a 
college  course.  On  the  other  hand,  the  discipline  of  the  College 
aims  at  such  regulation  of  the  habits  of  study  and  general  deport 
ment  ot  the  students  as  will  be  conducive  not  only  to  a  proper 
standard  of  scholarship,  but  also  to  the  highest   possible  standard 
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of  moral  integrity — the  highest  type  ot  pure  manhood  and  wo- 
manhood. Discipline  necessarily  involves  the  two  elements  of 
instruction  and  regulation.  All  students  connected  in  any  way 
with  the  college  are  subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  thereof, 
and  are  amendable  to  the  faculty  at  all  times  and  places  while 
retaining  their  membership  in  the  institution. 

Religious  Influence.  Findlay  College  aims  at  the  development 
of  the  entire  man,  and  recognizes  the  culture  of  tne  heart  as  an 
essential  factor  in  this  work.  The  faculty  is  composed  of  Chris- 
tian men  and  women,  who,  by  precept  and  example,  endeavor  to 
lead  their  students  to  a  love  of  truth  and  a  desire  for  vital  piety. 

All  students  are  expected  to  attend  devotional  exercises  in 
the  College  Chapel  daily,  and  Church  and  Sabbath  School  regu- 
larly, either  at  the  College,  or  at  such  other  places  as  may  be  se- 
lected at  the  beginning  of  each  term  b>  the  student  or  parent 
And  as  theie  are  twenty-one  Churches  and  Sabbath  Schools  in 
Findlay,  ample  opportunity  will  be  afforded  for  all  regularly  to 
attend  Divine  Worship. 

Students'  prayer  meetings  and  Bible  classes  are  organized  at 
the  beginning  of  each  College  year,  under  the  direction  of  the  Y. 
M.  C.  A  ,  and  Y  W  C  A  ,  which,  during  the  year  past,  have 
been  well  attended  and  have  developed  a  good  degree  of  interest, 
and  the  regular  weekly  Church  prayer  meeting  at  the  College  is 
accessible  to  all  who  care  to  attend. 

Literary  Societies.  Excellent  opportunities  for  culture  in  com- 
position, debate,  public  speaking,  criticisms  and  parliamentary 
usage,  are  afforded  by  the  literary  societies. 

Two  societies  are  in  successful  operation,  conducted  by  stu- 
dents, under  the  general  regulations  of  the  College — the  Aristote- 
lian and  the  Emersonian,  both  for  ladies  and  gentlemen.  Each 
of  these  societies  has  a  large  hall  40x50  feet,  well  lighted,  heated 
and  ventilated,  and  elegantly  furnished.  Meeting  are  held  reg- 
larly  every  Monday  evening  during  the  College  year,  to  which 
visitors  of  both  sexes  are  freely  admitted. 

Admission.  The  College  in  all  its  departments  is  open  to  stu- 
dents of  either  sex. 

All  applicants  to  enter  any  department  must  present  testi- 
monials of  good  moral  character. 

One  who  comes  from  another  institution  must  submit  a  cer- 
tificate of  honorable  dismissal,  signed  by  the  president  or  secre- 
tary. 

Students  enteiing  for  advanced  standing  will  be  required  to 
pass  an  examination  in  all  studies  previously  pursued  by  the  class 
they  wish  vo  enter. 
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Grades  from  colleges  in  good  standing  will  be  accepted,  sub- 
ject to  the  proper  adjustments  to  our  courses. 

Withdrawal.  It  is  required  as  a  condition  of  dismissal  in  good 
and  honorable  standing,  that  every  student  wishing  to  withdraw 
shall  submit  such  request  to  the  faculty  in  writing. 

Fees.  Tuition  is  $8.00  per  quarter.  Students  in  the  chemical 
laboratory  will  be  charged  $5  00  per  quarter  for  chemicals  and 
apparatus  used  Students  in  biology  will  be  charged  $2  00  per 
quarter  for  material  used  and  for  the  use  of  the  microscopes.

Post-graduate  study  is  per- 
mitted to  graduates  of  this  College  and  of  other  institutions  of 
equal  standing,  and  degrees  will  be  recommended  under  the  fol- 
lowing conditions: 

Master's  Degree.  The  Master's  Degree  will  be  conferred  on  all 
those  who  have  taken  the  Bachelor's  degree  in  this  College,  or 
in    any   other   reputable   college   or  university,  on  the  following 
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conditions: 

i.  The  candidates  shall  have  spent  one  year  in  a  course  of 
post-graduate  study  marked  out  by  the  faculty,  pass  satisfactory 
examinations  at  the  College  in  the  course  of  study  pursued,  and 
presented  a  satisfactory  thesis. 

2.  The  same  degree  will  be  conferred  upon  those  graduates 
of  three  years'  reputable  standing  who  give  evidence  of  having 
been  engaged  for  at  least  two  year*  in  study  and  reading  under 
the  advice  of  the  faculty,  and  who  have  presented  a  satisfactory 
thesis  upon  some  assigned  subject.  This  privilege  is  restricted 
to  graduates  of  this  College 

Applicants  for  post-graduate  study  will  receive  full  informa- 
tion as  to  the  courses  by  applying  to  the  President  of  the  College. 

Special  Studies.  It  is  a  general  requirement  that  all  students 
shall  pursue  one  of  the  regular  courses  leading  to  a  degree  But 
those  who  are  prevented  by  peculiar  circumstances  from  pursu- 
ing all  the  studies  of  a  course  may,  by  permission  of  the  faculty, 
pursue  certain  studies  for  which  they  are  especially  qualified.

Aims.  1.  To  afford  special  accomodations  for  teachers  who  de- 
sire to  review  their  studies  preparatory  to  beginning  their  work 
in  the  fall  with  special  reference   to  methods  of  teaching  them. 

2.  To  prepare  teachers  for  higher  positions  by  affording 
them  the  opportuity  to  pursue  a  more  advanced  course  of  study. 

3.  To  give  those  who  desire  it  the  opportunity  to  make  up 
deficiencies  in  their  regular  College  work.  Those  who  desire  to 
do  50  can,  in  this  way,  complete  one  or  two  fuU  term  studies, 
and  full  credit  will  be  given. 

Classes.  Classes  will  be  organized  in  the  common  branches: 
Higher  Arithmetic,  Higher  English,  Physiology,  Physical  Ge- 
ography, Pedagogy,  Algebra,  etc. 

Classes  will  be  organized,  if  there  is  a  demand  for  them,  in 
Geometry,  Zoology,  Chemistry  (advanced),  Physics,  Botany, 
English  Literature  and  General  History. 

Special  attention  will  be  paid  to  the  preparation  of  students 
who  desire  to  enter  the  Freshman  or  Senior  Preparatory  classes; 
and  those  completing  their  preparations  will  be  admitted  with- 
out further  examination. 

Expenses.  Tuition  for  the  full  term  is  only  $5.00.  Rooms  can 
be  secured  at  from  50c  to  75c  per  week;  boarding  at  from  $1  50 
to  $2.50  per  week.

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MINISTERIAL  COURSE. 


Findlay  College  is  a  gift  of  the  Church  of  God  to  the  rising 
generation  and  the  chief  object  of  the  giving  was  that  the  Chil- 
dren of  the  Church  might  have  Christian  training  within  its  own 
environment,  and  that  those  who  are  called  to  the  ministry  might 
have  training  for  that  important  and  blessed  work,  A  peculiar 
training  is  required.  To  meet  this  unique  demand  a  course  of 
study  has  been  provided,  which  will  help  our  students  for  the 
ministry,  and  in  connection  with  the  other  courses  offered,  be  a 
fair  training  for  the  ministry.  Those  desiring  to  pursue  this 
course  must  bring  proof  of  Christian  character  and  sufficient 
scholarship  and  development  to  pursue  the  course  with  profit 
The  course  will  be  free  from  sectarian  bias. 

Financial  Aid.  Aid  in  securing  remunerative  work  will  be  given 
students  as  far  as  practicable.  Those  who  first  make  application 
are  the  ones  favored.  Some  of  the  Annual  Elderships  have  ren- 
dered financial  aid  to  young  men  coming  from  their  own  states. 
Others  have  received  direct  aid  from  individual  friends  of  them- 
selves and  the  College.  All  will  be  done  that  is  possible  to  aid 
worthy  young  men  and  women  preparing  for  the  ministry. 

Scholarships.  Through  the  generosity  of  friends  of  the  College 
and  to  aid  in  the  education  of  young  men  for  the  ministry,  a 
number  of  Scholarships  have  been  endowed  in  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  dollars  (unlimited),  and  some  limited  scholarships  in 
smaller  amounts.  A  majority  o[  these  scholarships,  while  re- 
maining private  property  or  those  who  have  purchased  them, 
have  been  tendered  to  deserving  young  m^n  preparing  for  the 
ministry;  these  cover  the  cost  of  all  tuition,  and  have  thus 
proved  a  help  to  worthy  and  self-dependent  students  The 
scholarships  which  have  been  thus  in  use  during  the  past  year 
are  as  follows:  Taylor,  Martha  Wertz,  Schrader,  Ayers,  Bolton.

Branches  Taught.  Pianoforte,  Pedal  Organ.,  Voice  Culture, 
Violin,  Cornet,  Harmony,  Theory,  Counterpoint,  Canon,  Fugue, 
Composition,  Music  History,  Art  of  Conducting,  Sight  Reading, 
Trio,  Quartette  and  Ensemble  Playing. 

Piano.  All  students  of  the  Piano  are  required  to  pursue  the  most 
thorough  modern  system  of  technical  training  practicable,  special 
attention  being  given  to  hand  formation,  the  cultivation  of  touch, 
interpretation  and  correct  musical  taste.  Beginners  and  those 
not  far  advanced  are  especially  welcome,  as  they  possess  few  or 
none  of  the  erroneous  ideas  and  bad  habits  which  are  so  easily 
formed  by  incorrect  teaching  or  by  careless  practice,  and  which 
prove,  in  many  cases,  almost  insurmountable  obstacles  to  high 
cultivation  They,  therefore,  receive  more  rapidly  the  correct 
fundamental  principles,  and  can,  as  a  rule,  make  steady  and  rapid 
progress,  uninterrupted  by  the  tedious  process  of  unlearning  bad 
habits  which  retard  the  advancement  of  those  less  fortunate

Voice  Culture.  Cultivation  of  the  voice  in  singing  is  new  re- 
garded as  an  important  branch  of  education.  Like  many  other 
natural  powers,  it  is  given  to  us  in  a  rude  state,  and  we  have  to 
develop  it  through  the  means  which  art  has  revealed  to  us;  but 
we  must  expect  the  depvelopment  to  be  dow,  and  it  should  be 
managed  by  by  a  faithful  instructor.  Probably  no  branch  in  musi- 
cal culture  has  been  so  much  neglected  as  that  which  relates  to 
the  development  of  the  voice;  it  teaches  the  use  of  the  rcspira- 
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tory  organs  in  a  correct  manner. 

Instruction  in  this  department  includes  the  study  of  the 
union  of  the  registers,  study  of  the  correct  formation  of  the 
vowels,  and  the  proper  use  of  tne  consonants;  study  of  the 
solfeggi  and  the  application  of  words;  exercises  for  obtaining 
flexibility  of  the  voice  through  proper  exercises  in  scales — major, 
minor  and  chromatic;  study  of  embelishments  suitable  to  the 
different  kinds  of  songs;  study  of  English,  Italian  and  German 
songs;  the  development  of  the  voice  to  suit  the  parlor,  church 
and  public  hall 

Harmony.  Harmony  is  as  necessary  to  a  musical  student  as 
grammar  and  rhetoric  are  to  a  literary  student.  It  not  only  gives 
a  student  an  insight  into  the  structure  of  composition,  but  also 
helps  him  to  read  music  with  greater  facility.  There  will  be 
two  classes;  one  devoted  to  Harmony  proper,  and  the  other  to 
advance  Theory,  including  Imitation,  Counterpoint,  Canon, 
Fugue  and  Form. 

History  of  Music.  All  students  are  required  to  take  at  least  one 
year  of  Musical  History.  No  student  can  intelligently  render 
any  composition  unless  he  is  familiar  with  the  lite  and  character- 
istics of  the  composer,  and  knows  something  of  the  period  in 
which  he  lived. 

Violin.  As  no  instrument  is  so  capacious  or  diverisfitd  in  its 
character,  and  no  one  so  entirely  dependent  in  every  particular 
on  the  conception  of  its  manipulation  as  the  violin,  it  will  be  at 
once  seen  that  thorough  and  careful  training  is  necessary  to  be- 
come a  good  violinist.  The  fact  is  that  correct  teaching  is  indis- 
pensable, for  there  was  never  a  self  taught  violinist  Many  im- 
agine that  they  can  glean  from  so  called  self-instructors  all  that 
is  necessary  to  become  a  passable  player,  but  find,  when  it  is 
often  too  late,  that  they  have  only  made  themselves  a  source  of 
annoyance  to  their  friends,  besides  being  constantly  hararssed  by 
a  feeling  of  infeiiority  when  in  the  presence  of  musicians;  and 
what  is  still  worse,  they  find  that  they  have  acquired  bad  habits, 
which  if  they  did  wish  to  reform,  could  never  (if  of  long  stand- 
ing) be  entirely  overcome.  This  Department  of  Music  offers 
good  advantages  and  an  experienced  teacher  for  this  kind  of  in- 
strument A  prescribed  course  will  be  followed,  consisting  of 
Henning's  first  and  second  books,  in  which  the  aim  will  be  to 
give  the  pupil  a  thorough  general  and  practical  acquaintance  of 
the  finger  board  and  bowing.  After  having  acquired  the  neces- 
sary technical  ability  the  pupil  will  be  advanced  to  the  higher 
studies  of   style   and  execution  of  Kreutzer,  Rode,  Fiorilla,  etc. 
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Cabinet  Organ.  In  this  Department  a  systematic  course  of  in- 
stuction  is  given  in  technical  execution,  in  playing  church  music, 
short  voluntaries  and  interludes;  all  of  which  exercises  are  in- 
tended to  fit  persons  fully  for  the  various  uses  of  the  instrument, 
and  at  the  same  time  to  serve  as  preparatory  training  for  the 
more  advanced  study  of  the  pipe  organ. 

Recitals.  Private  recitals  will  be  given  every  two  weeks,  at 
which  the  different  pupils  appear.  One  public  recital  will  be 
given  every  month.  These  performances  give  pupils  great  free- 
dom before  the  public,  and  also  give  them  confidence  in  them- 
selves. 

Lessons  Missed.  Only  in  case  of  sickness  will  lessons  be  made 
up.  Lessons  occurring  on  National  Holidays  are  not  counted 
out. 

Rules,  i.  Pupils  are  required  to  pay  their  tuition  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  College  and  strictly  in  advance.  2.  No  deduction 
will  be  made  to  regular  pupils  missing  the  first  or  last  week  of 
any  term. 

Music.  All  music  that  pupils  require  from  time  to  time  will  be 
supplied  by  the  teachers  at  reduced  rates.

Dictation.  Dictation  consists  of  Commercial,  covering  all  the 
principal  lines  of  business;  Mechanical  and  Architectural,  Elec- 
trical, Law,  Testimony,  Depositions,  Legal  Forms,  Contracts, 
Specifications,  Speeches,  Lectures,  etc. 

Typewriting.  Practice  and  care  of  machine,  Transcribing  Short- 
hand, Manifolding  and  Direct  Dictation.  We  teach  the  Eight 
Finger  Method. 

System  Taught.  We  teach  the  Munson  System  of  Phonog- 
raphy. It  has  been  thoroughly  tested  for  over  thirty  years,  and 
stands  on  its  own  merits  as  a  practical,  reliable  system,  from 
which  the  best  results  have  been  obtained.  Phonography  taxes 
both  head  and  hand,  and  in  no  other  system  is  the  labor  so  clev- 
erly divided  between  the  brain  and  the  fingers  as  in  the  Munson. 
It  has  few  contractions  and  yet  enough  for  the  most  rapid  work. 
There  are  tew  rules  and  no  exceptions.  In  short  it  is  a  practical 
working  system. 

Thiee  things  are  essential  to  success  in  life:  Character, 
Practical  Knowledge  and  Industry.  We  aim  to  give  students 
practical  knowledge  and  surround  them  with  circumstances  fav- 
orable to  the  other  two.  Let  a  student  add  to  character  practical 
knowledge  and  industry  and  he  cannot  fail.  We  give  individual 
instruction  until  students  are  far  enough  advanced  to  enter  dicta- 
tion classes.  Hence  a  student  may  enter  at  any  time  Individ- 
ual work  is  the  secret  of  the  student's  progress.  No  student  is 
kept  back  on  account  of  another.  His  progress  is  measured  by 
his  doing  and  his  understanding. 

Our  teachers  are  competent,  conscientious  and  painstaking, 
and  have  the  interests  of  the  students  at  heart. 

The  demand  for  competent  stenographers  is  becoming  greater 
year  after  year.  Business  men  are  demanding  competent  help. 
The  practical  drills  in  all  kinds  of  office  work,  which  we  give  our 
students,  eminently  fit  them  for  the  work  required  of  them  in 
actual  business. 
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Educational  Value  of  Shorthand.  As  a  discipline  to  the  mind 
it  equals  in  value  an  equal  time  spent  in  either  L,atin  or  Greek. 
The  training  of  the  memory,  and  the  muscles  and  nerves  to  ready 
action,  its  value  as  an  aid  to  careful  and  ready  decision  of  all 
matters  of  reason,  and  the  development  and  training  of  all  the 
faculties  of  the  mind  has  placed  the  art  in  the  front  rank  as  a 
medium  of  higher  education. 

Course  of  Study — Commercial  Department. 

Bookkeeping.  Double  and  single  entry.  Practice  in  retailing, 
wholesaling,  transportation,  jobbing,  manufacturing,  joint  stock 
company,  banking  and  accountants'  tests. 

Business  Arithmetic,  Spelling  and  Grammar. 

Penmanship.  Development  of  the  writing  muscles.  Movement 
drills  in  business  writing,  letters,  figures  and  combinations. 
Sentence,  page  and  tabulating  practice,  combining  neatness, 
legibility  and  rapidity.  Students  are  required  to  pass  satisfac- 
tory examinations  in  the  branches  in  this  course  before  they  are 
eligible  to  graduation. 

He  must  be  able  to  write  a  good  and  free  business  hand.  It 
is  not  important  that  he  should  be  able  to  hide  his  signature  in  a 
maze  of  bewilderment;  just  a  plain  substantial  hand-writing  that 
leaves  the  reader  positive  of  what  he  has  read.  He  must  be  able 
to  spell  English — not  from  a  dictionary.  No  fault  will  lower  an 
employee  in  the  estimation  of  his  employer  so  quickly  as  bad 
spelling. 

The  purpose  of  a  business  education  is  not  solely  to  prepare 
young  men  and  women  to  earn  a  living  as  bookkeepers,  stenog- 
raphers and  clerks;  it  is  a  necessary  training  for  the  ordinary 
business  of  life;  it  is  a  training  in  industry,  order,  promptness 
and  other  habits  that  tend  to  a  life  of  usefulness. 

In  order  that  the  student  may  become  a  real  efficient  busi- 
ness man,  it  is  important  that  he  should  be  well  trained  in  all  the 
studies  given  in  our  curriculum. 

He  should  be  a  master  in  calculation;  ready  to  see  through 
all  the  intricacies  of  business  problems,  and  to  be  able  to  make 
all  the  necessary  calculations  incident  thereto. 

He  should  have  a  working  knowlege  of  single  and  double 
entry  bookkeeping  and  all  the  papers  incident  to  business. 

He  should  be  familiar  with  the  laws  of  business  and  commer- 
cial customs 

In  short,  he  should  take  the  full  course  as  we  present  it,  and 
with  industry  thereafter  on  his  part  success  is  assured. 
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General  Information. 

Equipment.  Our  Shorthand  and  Commercial  Departments 
occupy  separate  rooms.  The  Shorthand  Department  is  divided 
into  three  apartments,  one  a  general  study  room,  one  a  recitation 
room,  and  a  third  for  the  typewriting,  and  so  arranged  as  to  be 
iinder  the  supervision  of  the  Principal.  The  Commercial  De- 
partment has  good  blackboard  room,  desks  and  office  fixtures 
complete.  Other  improvements  have  been  made,  so  that  our 
facilities  are  unequalled  by  any  other  school.  Both  Departments 
are  well  lighted  and  heated.

The  art  studio  is  furnished  with  a  collection  of  paintings, 
drawings,  etc.,  used  in  studios  for  pupils. 

Students  are  encouraged  to  work  directly  from  nature  as 
soon  as  advisable,  A  class  is  organized  in  drawing  each  quarter 
which  all  the  students  are  at  liberty  to  join  without  extra  expense.

The  trained  speaker  has  a  wonderful  advantage  over  the  un- 
trained even  if  both  have  natural  gifts,  for  the  best  have  some 
defects,

velopment, Plastic — Training  of  the  body  tor  expression.  Vocal 
Gymnastics,  Laws  of  Expression,  Public  Reading  and  Speaking. 
Vocal  Elements:  Form  Quality,  Force,  Stress,  Pitch,  Move- 
ments, Modulation,  Inflection,  Grouping,  Gesture,  Dramatic 
Recitations,  Pantomine,  Study  of  Shakespeare,  Bible  Reading, 
Advanced  Vocal  Expressions,  Interpretation,  Development  of 
the  Dramatic  Element,  Criticisms.  Philsophy  of  Expression, 
Dialects,  Recitative.  Public  Recitals.  Other  studies  in  the  course 
may  be  had  in  the  regular  college  departments  at  $3  per  term  for 
each  branch  or  $8  per  term  for  three  branches.

Graduation.  As  a  part  of  his  final  examination,  each  pupil 
must  prepare,  without  assistance  from  any  person,  a  program 
which  shall  be  given  before  a  public  audience,  judges  being 
chosen  to  rank  him  according  to  naturalness,  general  effect,  use 
of  voice,  articulation  and  gesture. 

Degrees.  The  degree — Bachelor  of  Oratory- -is  conferred  on 
those  who  complete  the  full  course  of  four  years.
